Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  v;ith  Circular  2314,  the  report  for  1940 
is  again  an  interim  one,  dealing  only  with  essential  and  urgent 
matters  which  have  affected  the  public  health. 

Y/ater  Supply  -  The  water  supply  maintains  its  excellent  quality, 
samples  taken  at  regulat  intervals  shov;ing  the  absence  of  B  Coli 
in  LOO  c.cs. 

It  is  well  laiQwn  the  sewage  w^orks  are  grossly  over¬ 
loaded,  and  in  view  of  the  influx  of  population,  it  was  considered 
necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  authorities  to  the  matter. 
The  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  has  of  necessity  been  deferred  until 
the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Infectious  Diseases.  -  There  have  been  no  abnormal  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  although  in  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  country  ,  a  few  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever 
(lO)  were  notified.  Forty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  eight 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  as  compared  with  seventeen 
and  no  cases  respectively  in  1939.  Measles  and  Rubella  were 
prevalent  in  the  Schools  The  Isola,tion  facilities  at  Cashes 
Green  Hospital  were  found  adequate  to  deal  with  all  cases 
requiring  remova,!  from  homo  or  billets. 

The  Filcmenta.ry  e.nd  Scconda,ry  Schools  in  the  area  have 
been  visited  with  a,  view  to  immunisation  of  the  scholars  aga.inst 
Diphtheria.  The  response  ha.s  been  sa.tisfa,c  tory ,  approximately 
50^j  accepting  the  fa.cilitioG. 

Fa,cilities  a,rc  a,lso  ava,ila.ble  for  the  immunisa,t ion  of 
persons  against  Typlioid  Fever,  and  those  at  spocia.l  risk  a.re 
being  a.dviscd  to  undergo  the  trea.tmcnt. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  started  tha.t  the  general  health 
of  the  popula.tion  ha.s  been  good  in  spite  of  the  war  conditions 
which  must  of  necessity  exist  in  a.  reception  a.rca..
